In  order  to  gain  better  representation  of  the  student  body,  a  new  format  was 
introduced  this  year  concerning  student  government.  The  Student  Council  was  expanded  to  include  six  teachers 
and  twenty-eight  students.  The  Student  Faculty  Council  deals  with  the  problems  and  needs  of  students  and 
administrators,  organizes  class  elections,  reviewed,  introduced  and  approved  matters  dealing  with  school  policy, 
and  formed  a  constitution.  Through  parliamentary  procedure,  meetings  were  well-organized  and  efficient. 

The  1980  Student  Faculty  Council  has  worked  very  hard  in  this  year  of  transition, 
and  we  hope  that  future  Councils  will  take  an  active  role  in  voicing  student  opinions.
